GM: History of a foul-up: Following the nuke by Russia of the China province sin, I ruled in 
issued number 83 that "...CHI a in'd may retreat to SIN because the retreat move is counted 
as occuring in a separate 'movement season'.,.". Subsequently, Derek (Russia) strongly 
protested and argued that SIN was not open for retreats because the province had been 
nuked the previous season and therefore was 'impassible' according to rule 7.C. The main 
point being that moves are simultaneous and retreats are part of the same movement season 
in which the orders take place. For some reason, I had that argument in mind, when Derek 
again sent me a note this last issue, arguing again that BRA's f bri could not retreat to swp 
because swp had been nuked the season before. Derek argues that if a unit cannot move into 
a province in the turn following a nuke attack, then no-one should be able to retreat into 
that province either. I notified BRA of this, without checking my own records(i.e that f bri 
must therefore retreat OTB). George, by this time, thoroughly disgusted with a continuing 
series of errors on my part, decided to resign. In retrospect, my published rulings support 
my original statement that retreats CAN occur into a previously nuked province, the 
argument being that retreats occur in a SEPARATE move arid are NOT part of the movement 
season, per se and are NOT simultaneous with the movement season. NOTE that movements 
are SPRING, retreats SUMMER, move AUTUMN, retreats FALL. For convenience, most PBM 
games are adjudicated with SUMMER retreats included in the AUTUMN seasondabeled FALL, 
just to confuse) and FALL retreats are included with WINTER adjustments. A separation of 
seasons occurs sometimes when requested or when retreats could involve many complexities 
for conditional orders; To George, I apologize for more than one screw-up, and regretfully 
accept his resignation. To Derek, and all the other playersi I also apologize for not making 
my original ruling clear and for allowing myself to become confused over this matter. 

To all my subscribers, I will not be starting another game of FCIII. If, at some future 
time, I am able to write computer programs to handle this game, I will reconsider, but, for 
the time being, no further starts of this game will occur.

The Front (BP) In an all out 
effort to suppress Huguenot rebels 
the entire Army, was called out 
this summer. The First Army was de- 
ployed in defence of major strong- 
holds in the area and all ' Huguenot 
assaults were brutally beaten back 
in heavy fighting. General LeMoyne, 
personally leading- the final 
charge, received a Ij.ght wound and 
was twice mentioned for his bravery 
during the 'campai gn. The only dark 
spot for the First Army occur ed 
when the command of the Brigade of 
Guards turned and ran during the 
thick of the fighting. Upon seeing 
his commander bolt, Brigade Major 
Danton attempted-- to mount and bring 
him back. Unfortunately, M. Danton 
had had the poor foresight' to liq- 
udate an investment in Commerce 
just before the battle and the 
weight of the gold was too much for 
his horse to carry, thus when he 
mounted, his horse was unable to 
move and M, Danton became an easy 
target for a Huguenot sharpshooter.

With the bulk 
of the infantry at his command, in~ 
eluding a regiment of Swiss Catho- 
lie mercenaries, tinder the command 
of General d'Isle who was wounded 
in the campaign, utterly crushed 
all organized Huguenot resistance.. 

The one stain oh an otherwise 
brilliant victory was the inability . 
of the Royal North Highland Border 
Regiment, under the command .of Gen. 
Poisson, the Minister of War, to 
keep some of the rebel leaders 
from escaping. Poisson apparently 
discovered too late that his horse 
was afraid of water, and being un- 
able to lead his regiment into the 
sea, was thwarted in his attempts 
to keep the rebel leaders from, 
reaching a small armada of ships 
bearing the distasteful (and very 
tacky} Uni on. Jack. An ingenious 
plan by subaltern de Peasant to 
swim after the escaping rebels 
came a cropper when he -discovered 
that he had never learned how to 
swim. He was twice mentioned, how- 
ever, for the effort and was suc- 
cessfully resuscitated though it may 
be some ti me before -he fully regains 
his stamina. 

M. Reynard was promoted for ; his 
excellent military advice to Grand 
Duke Laf T/ette during the campaign.
